DETROIT (UPI) — Two sea­ 
men were burned to death ear­ 
ly today and three others in­ 
jured when a multiple alarm 
fire broke out in the crew’s 
quarters of a German freighter 
berthed here.

agent. “After the two series, 
my price was up and my agent 
asked for still more money. I 
left it up to him. I think he 
just out-priced me. As time went 


on, the calls stopped coming for 
m e.” 
Taeger got a job as a day 
laborer — “ I can always find 
work. My father threw me out 
to the wolves pretty early. But 
I would rather make a soft liv­ 
ing. Acting is easy work. I car­ 
ried bricks to the bricklayer 
and I mixed cement for a con­ 
struction project.” 
You wonder if anyone recog­ 


nized Ralph as a former tele­ 
vision star. “ Well, no trucks 
stopped when they saw me. Do­ 
ing construction work after star­ 
ring in television might be hu­ 
miliating.

to make and I guesss it’s just a 
m atter of acceptance and swal­ 
lowed pride.”

The trip back to the sound 
stages began when Taeger, a 


tall . ruggedly attractive man, 
met Marty Rackin, then Para­ 
mount production head. “I’m 
going to help you out,” he 
told Ralph. His help took an 
unexpected twist. 
“ He asked me to test with 
a girl who was testing for a 
role in “The Carpetbaggers.” 
I did and I got a part. It was 
a big break.” 
Ralph is now scheduled to 
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play one of the three leads in 
“ Tho Oscar,” and the lead in 
“The Adventurers,” both in prep. 
aration. 
“ Other than that,” he smiled, 
“I don’t want to look too far 
ahead. 
I couldn’t be happier 
than I am right now. But with 
all those bad times behind me, 
if someone stuck a pin in the bal­ 
loon now, I wouldn’t be sur­ 
prised.”
